REMARKS 

This Amendment is supplemojtal to the timely Amendment filed on February 3, 2003. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-15 were pending in Ais plication. This Amendment cancels claim 12, 
and adds new claims 1 6-84. Please charge the fees associated with the additional claims, along 
with any other fees that may be necessary, including any fees under 37 C.F.R. §1.16 and § 1 . 1 7, to 
the deposit account of the undersigned, Deposit Account No. 19-0733. 

In the Office Action of October 2, 2002, claims 1-4 and 12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§103 over U.S. Pat^t No. 6,253,374 to Dresevic et al. Applicants respectfully submit that this 
rejection is not aqjplicablc to any of new claims 16-84. New claims 16-29 recite the allowable 
subject matter of originally-filed claim 1 1 in independent form, while new claims 30-40 recite 
the allowable subject matter of originally-filed claim 13 in independent form. New claims 41-55 
then recite the allowable subject matter of originally-filed claim 14 in indcpcndenl form. 

With regard to new claims 56-70, these claims recite that the font file stared in the 
computer system is compared with an uncomipted fi>nt file on a byte-by-byte basis, while new 
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claims 71-84 redte that a checksum of a fbm ffle stored in a 

checksum of an uncoirupted font file. Applicants respectfully submit that these features of the 
claimed invention are not tau^t or suggested in the Drcsevic et al. patait 

In view of above amcndmCTts and remarks, Applicants respectfully submit that all of 
the daima are allowable, and that this application is therefore in condition for allowance. 
Favorable action in this regard is respectfully requested at the Examiner's earliest convenience.
